At the Robert C. Minor sale, held last month, there was an audience, 
so far as the actual bidders were affected, that wanted "characteristic" 
canvases — paintings that even at a cursory glance bore the unmistakable 
imprint of Minor in his last mood. The prices the canvases brought re- 
flected this feeling in a pointed way, for the pictures painted in a high 
key went for lower figures than any of those in the sombre manner that 
was characteristic of the painter's work in the last years of his life. 

For the 108 pictures sold a total of $46,375 was realized. The high 
figure of the sale was $1,300, paid by Louis Katz for the "Niantic Wood- 



land," the canvas shown in the Connecticut House at the St. Louis 
Fair, and which, owing to the carelessness of the Fair authorities, nar- 
rowly missed arriving at this sale. Emerson MacMillan paid $1,200 for 
"The End of Summer," another picture that was at the Fair. Louis 
Ettlinger paid $1,125 for the "Autumn," and James R. Keene left the 
"Waldorf crowd" long enough to buy a "Sunset Waterford for $535- 
K. L. Kneustler gave $675 for "Morning Near Lake Konomoc ; Dr. F. 
Whiting gave $1,175 for the "Midsummer Morning," and L. Laidlaw 
paid $560 for the "June Morning." The only snow picture Mr. Minor 
ever painted went to Emerson MacMillan for $625. R. W. Voorhees 
gave $700 for "Waterford Oaks," and Louis Katz paid $560 for Near 
Bride's Lake." The last canvas the artist worked on, one that he tried 
to alter while lying on his deathbed, was bought by George H. McCord 
for $530. It was called "The Brook."

At the sale of effects from the Mercer mansion recently held in 
Washington was included a painting attributed to Andrea del Sarto, the 
great Italian master of sombre color effects. 

It presents the favorite group of the Holy Family, and whether a 
genuine del Sarto or not — possibly the work of one of his pupils — it 
evidently belongs to the art of his period, as there is not the least 
indication in it that it came from the hand of a copyist. 

Valued by Mrs. Carroll Mercer at $60,000, it was sold for $200. If 
proven to be a real del Sarto, it may some day repay the purchaser a 
thousand-fold profit.
